miracles ,” at the leaſt God declared. his Almighty Power in 
working miracles abut them, an upholding them, © Mew 
of ſo great worth, that the world was not worthy of . them : 
And howſtever theſe Motives be great , yet wrought they 
not ſo much upon me' as thu, That I am. perſwaded in my 
conſcience, that your opinion. of  Tadependency,.
